So. A GPicultural workers in the krovince of Saxony have tireatened: 
to leave their unions, as they; are not receivin;; the rations promised 
to them. hese rations were to have been made avallavle from the sur- 
pluses referred to above (since ay riculturel vorkers do net receive 
raelion cards); but, es these surpluses are, in fact, non-existent, emn- 
plor,ers have iniormed agricultural workers that they co not know where 
to get food for them, unless they draw on the stocks not available for 
free disposal, ea step wrich they are reluctent to take. Knowin_, that 
a certain amount of the compulsory deliveries in any case inevitably 
finds its way to the "black market" , agricultursl workers gre dissatis- 
fied anu adoptin, & menacin, attitude .

5. on 3 Uctover 1946 Professor boermann was visited unexpectedly 
by Fieck, & lesdin, wember of the SLD. Fieck informed \.cermann that 
the SLD had been ziven pexmission by the Sha to include in their pro- 
pazanda the statenent that the nussisns were agreeable to « revision 
ol the caster frontier of Germany. Pieck clained this es proot of 
the fact that the mussians desiced Germany to becone a sin,le economic 
unit, since the extension oi the eastern zone was unnecessary to the 
zone, in itself but essential to uermany as a whole. 


6G. oh the course of his talk with Froferssor i.cermann, Pieck in- 
structed the former to subuit to him by 8 Cctober 1946 an agricultural 
plan for a unified Geruany. The vetalls or this plan seeved imma- 
terlal to Pieccks the mein object is the fact thet sucl. a plen for a 
unified Geruany should be drawn up at ell. bocraann is basing the 
plan on arable acreige, calculatin;, that a given srea is avalleble in 
veruany for ce:tein types of produce for distribution aison,, the over- 
all population of ull zones. tFieck Las agreed to this, but he has 
stressed the point that suzer must not tigure in the plan at «ll. 


7%, Un bein; asked why the hussians were now favorin; the idea of 
a unified Gerwany, :ieck ansiered that, as they had almost squeezed 
the sastern Zone dry, they realized that they could obtain more in the 
way of reparations deliveries from an economically sound Yermmneny than 
out of a mutilated part of the country. Fieck thou;ht the hussians 
would be more willin,; to allow the export of foodstuffs from their 
zone to western cones against dollar payments then against individual 
products, since the western zones would, in due course, be able to 
earn the necessary dollars by exportin,; industritl products overseas. 
The Kussians believed that the industries of the Kuhr and ihinelend 
could obtuin hisher prices by exzorting to other countrics than by 
sales to the poorer eastern provinces of Gexmiuny and that they would, 
therefore, be uble to pay relatively Righer prices for ioodstuffs ob- 
tained from the ststern sone. 


&. Of the land in the Russisen Zone only 30). haus really been sub- 
jected to Land heformg cbout 70). still . is in the hands of the ori- 
ginal owners. Comparatively greatcr areas have been effected by Land 
hefora in tomeranla und Mecklenburg than in Thuringia and Land Saxony. 


9. Professor \. ermenn, lrofessor Dictze of lreibur,, Frolessor 
brinknann of bonn, eng tvo other professors are to present & menorandunl 
to the Allied Controi, Council, drawing attention to the impossibility 
of Germany surviving as un economic entity if the e&stern frontier is 
not revised. Neither the nussians nor the S1.D 18 aware of the tact 
thet this menorandgun is in course of preparation, oul the professors 
wish to tuke advanta,e of revision of the eastern frontier In order to 
present their memorandum. they velleve, however, thet the nussian 
agreement to inclusion of this subject werely foras part o1 their pre- 
election tactics. 
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
